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'Þ feutio#. Therefore it is that the Apolile, like a wiſe 


Phykrian, 1s more then ordinary anxions, that the Pa- 
tient die not under their hands , and Satan ger the ad- 
vantzge of them both by his fin, and ſorrow. Inthe 
Original ir is *Ir@ jp} Ta209:4]ndaus, which by Incter- 
prerers 1s diverſly expounded. The Jalgar reades ic , 
Ne Circumvenamur ; That we be' not Circumvented 
by Satan, who like a cunning Wreſtler, or Fencer, is 
various , and uncertain in his Motions, that he may - 
take the betcer hold, or ſtrike his Adverſary with the 
greater advantage. Beza, Ne ſuperemur ; That Sa- 
can get not by far the better of us : not by open Force, 
bur by unfore-ſeen arcifices, and flights, Ere/nes , 
Ne occupemur 4 Satani : Leſt Satan ſhould uſurp upon 
us; that is, leſt he who hath nothing of righc, ſhould 
by fraud obtain a kind of poſſeſſion among us, by ſnarch- 
ingand taking him from us as his own, whois a mem- 
ber of our body; the entire union of whicn we ought 
to preſerve from ſuch Ruptnres and Avulſions, byrhe 


*due tempering of our zeate and charsy towards thoſe, 


who by the ſtrength of Tempration fall inco fin, and 
by their deep ſorrow teſtifie rheir unfeigned Repen« 
rance for ſin, Ochers again (Erymologically enough ) 
Conceive it to be a Metaphor taken from Avaritious and 
oreedy Perſons , that for Gaines-ſake do in their Cons 
eras and Bargaines, by guile and fraud over-reach thoſe 
whom they deale with. In all theſe Expoſinions there 
is ſo full a Concurrence and agreement tothe Circum- 
ſtances of che Place, and the Practiſes of Satan ; as 
that I ſhall nor, by giving a preheminence unto any one 
above the other, determine the Judgment of rhe iritel- 
ligent Reader which to take, but wholly leave him-to 
his free Choice, This onely I ſhall intimate, chat our +. 
Tranſlation ſeems ro favour the latt, - .

deceive; and by ſtudied zrrifices to bring about deſign. 
ed ends in any kind whatſoever : Such are Ambuſh- 
ments in War, Slights in Wreltling, Decents in Gaming, 
Pallicies 1n State, Fallacies in Diſputing, Dark and co- 
vered Sentences in Rhetorick , in which one thing is

Inſtuntions calls Noemata, When therefore the Apo- 
file ſaich , that he was xor ignorant of Satans Cogitations 
(as the /ulgar and others alſo render the words ) it is 
nort:to be underſtood of any intuitive power and ability 
Which he aſſumed to himſelf, of diſcerning and prying- 
into the moſt retired thoughts of the Prince of dark- 
neſs, which are onely open and naked to the eye of 
God, whoſe Sacred Royalty it is to ſearch the hearts 
both of Men and Angells ; but of a praftical and ex- 
perimental knowledge , which he, and-otber Believers 
alſo attain unto, by adiligent obſervance of their wayes 
> and actions, in which they diſcover 'the miſterigus arts 
”  andſnares of the Temper, ſpread like the Nets of a 
cunning Fowler, to intrap them 1n every motion and 
ſtep_chat chey make , nor onely by his various allure- 
ments .unto fin, bur alſo by his perverting of their beſt 
Duties, ſo as to make them to be loſers thereby, and 
himſelf to be the onely gainer.

That Satan i full cf deviſes, and ftudies arts of Cirs 
remvention, by which he unmeariedly ſeckes the irrecover ay 
ble ruine of the Sonles of Men; : 

It is the obſervation of the learned Zavchy, that 
Satan hath above cwenty diſtin& Names and Appella- 
tions given unto him in the Scripture ; ſome of which 
ſer forth the bigh imperity.of his narure, in oppoſition 
to that ſtate of holmeſs in which che blefſed Angels 
and, and from which he is fallen ; and in chis reſpe& 
he is ſtikd an Unclean Spirir, dark 9, 25. A Spirit of 
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Wickedneſs in the abftta&t , Epbeſ. 6. 12. The Evil 
One, by way of eminency', Marth. 13. 19. Other of 
his Ticles ſpeak the Soveraignty and Dominion Which he 
exerciſeth over mulcicudes of Men, and hence he is cal- 
led by our Saviour, the Prince of this World , Fohz 
12.31. And bythe'Apolite, the God of chis World, 
2 Cor. 4. 4. Some again of them point out his Malive, 
_ and fieree 7age, armed with Power hence heis called 
the Accuſer of the Brechren, Rev.12, 10. A roating 
Lion, not ſecking whom he may bite, but whom he may 
devour, 1 Per. 5. 8, Agreat red Dragon, that our of 
his mouch ſen$s forth Waters, Rev. 12.15. and with 
his Tail caſts down the third part of the Stars of Hea- 
ven tothe Earth , Rev. 12.4. Others of them again 
declare bis craft to deceive, his wiles to enſnare, his dex- 
tericy and skill co rempr ; and in this regard he 1s ſaid 
to de che Father of Lies, John 8. 47. The Old Serpent, 
that by his windings and turnings deceives all the 
World, Rev. 12.9. The Tempter, Marth, 4. 3. And 
this Nathe ſome think tg be ſo peculiar to the Devil, as 
chat it agtees to no Perſon, or thing beſides, ſave as iris 
his Infirumenc ; that chough Men cempt 1»ſtrumental- 
ly, the World Materially, yer Efficiently Satan onely 
1s ſaid to Tempr. Bur amopglit the many wayes by 


which the Holy Writ dorh G8nalize the cranſcendent: 


Emnity that the Devil beareth ro the Church and Cho- 
ſen of God, there are none that afE to be More eyed, 
or dreaded then his pernicious wiles and devices. He 
captivates more by his hidden Snares, then he woundes 
by his fiery Darts: He poiſons more as a hiſſing Ser- 
pent , then he devours as a roaring Lyon : He cheates 
more aSa Tempter , then he hurts as an Accuſer. And 
as he in his immediate workings hath. alwayes been

Secondly, As* he is a-Spiritzal, ſohe 1s alſo an 11- 
telefiuat being; and by the ſame Law of Creation, by 
which he excells man in the one, he far alſo ourftrips

Adans there was ſuch an inbred force and power, that 
when God brought all the Creatures to him as fheir 


Lord, rofee what he would name them, Gen,2.19.9he 
Gig intheic nanie charaeerize the nacure, and nor give 


Kt unto thein at raydom,'( as the Socimans wickedly 
nmmaggine,” who make” him lictle above the Narnre of a 
Childin'Knowledge.) How much more muſt the An- 
gelical nature be cndowed-with innate, andimplanted 
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Speties of things, chat are more univerſal and exten 
five unto ſeveral objeRs, ir being the molt ſupream 
in the Hierarchy of intelligent Creatures, for whoſe 
fake all natural obje&ts were made thatrhey might be 
known and diſcerned by them. True it is, that Satan 
by his voluntary &fe&ion from God hath loſt that 
elorious Robe of holineſs that made him a ” i of 
heaven, and dignified him with che cicle of a Son of 
God ; and hath alſo.( asI conceive) impaired his na- 
tural abilities, ſo as. thar he is become in power, wiſ- 
dom, and knowledee inferiour to thoſe glorious Inha- 
birants of the Sacred Pallace, who have kept their firſt 
eſtate, and not departed from that purity that 1s as 
ancient as their berg. Fer why ſhoufd not the fin of 
Angels operate as ſtrongly upon them, as the lapſe 
and diſobedience of man did upon him, whoſe Spirt- 
ruals were thereby wholly deliroyed, and his Naturals 
ſorely maimed, - Bur chough his Fall hath debaſed his 
beips, yet it hath not totally changed ir, he bath ſtill 
che nature though not the perfetion of an Angel, and 
though he be inferiour ro them, whoſe equal originally 
he was in all kind of endowments, yer ſtill he rerains 
ſo gteat a ſuperiority over the Elementary, Senfitive, 
and Intelleual part of the world,as that he is not oply 
dreaded for his power, which ſomecimes he pus forth 
in wonderful effets; but is alſo adored for his wiſ- 
dom and knowledge as a God, by many Nations in it, 
Anditis obſervable, that Beelzebub, who 2 Kin. 1.2. 
is called the God of Ekrongin Lak, 11.15.is terined the 
Prince of Devils, In the Kingdom. of (in and dark- 
neſs he is a God, but in the Kingdom of grace he is a 
Devil,- and more gaſtly than bell ic ſeif by his finful 
deformity z and though he ſeldom ot -never appears in 
that dreſs, bur palliaces and pilds his ſuggeltions, as 
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that they ſometime ſeem to-be rather illapſes' from 
heayen than ſmoake ariſing from the botromleſspir, 
and co ſavour more of Angelical puricy tran ef. Dia- 
'dolical filthineſs ;_ yer is he not therefore tobe the leſs 
obſerved by us, ' but ic ſtands us in hand to be the more

'Bur beſides, as the meaſure of his knowledge is 
more full and ample, ſothe manner of his knowlefoe 
and apprehending objects is more noble and perfect 
than the way by, which Man comes tothe knowledge 
of things that are before him. The Schools, which } 
abound with many intemperate Nicities, and curious 
Diſputgs about rhe underſtanding of Angels; (in which 
'rhey jultly incur the increpation of the Apolile, Col. 

2.18, of intruding into thoſe things which they have 

not ſeen, ) though in other particulars they are nor a 

hctle divided, yer in this Pohtion their Conſeng 1s 

well in chegeneral, that Angels are Creature intelligen- 
fer, ſed mm ratiocinantes : Beeings that are full of know- 
ledge, but not ſuch as exerciſe a plurality of intelleCti- 
ons in rexſoning and Argumencation as we do,: whoſe 
knowledge is much built upon DeduCtions, and Con- 
| | | | - - ſequences, 

hue Bens 
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ſeguences, that -are derived from confeſl2 principles, 
They grant Angels knowledge not to be fmnltancour, 
but ſucceſſive; ſo as that they knovy hoc poſt hoc, one 
obje& afcer another ; bur ir bath nor any dependency, 
ſoas to know bec ex hoc, one thing by or from anothes, 
bur by one finglie view or intuition, they fully diſcern 
the,object thac is before chem ; as a man doth the face 
of 2 friend as ſpon as he bebolds him, withous the 
leaſt heſſirancy, or enquiry who he is. Now if we 
{hould rake it for granted char the knowledge of An- 
gels is thus exaQt, and thar at ficlt Gghr the ſaine obje& 
1s better underftood by them, than it can beby' rhe 
many and moſt pregnant conceptions of the hamane }; 
inceileR, ir muſt needs evince the ablilicies of Satan -® 
in cemprtiog to be ſuch, as that man cannor bur be ag 
unmeet an adverſzry to enter into the Lifts wich him, 
Qr to Maintain a diſpute 2gainlt him, as the young In- 
fanc would have been to have reſiſted the Sword which 
Solomon called for, to Aivide it berween the two Har- 
lo. But I ſhall not need to wind up the knowledge 3 
of Angels to ſo high a key of perfeion, or to aber _ * 
the common opinion of the School, ro make ir any ; 
| partof the Bafis or proof in demonſtrating che power 
of the Devil as a Tempter. For I conceive With Ca- 
weron and others, that their knowledge is arguitive, ( 25 4 
he cerms ic ) and not znturrive, and that they dorreaton © 
from the effe& to the cauſe, from the (1gn to the event, © 
as is apparent in thoſe ConjeQures that they make 
about the choughts of men, which no Angel eieher 
200d or bgd can otherwiſe diſcover, than by ſome come 
motion which they cauſe exrern2lly 1n the body, oc 
internally in the P:flions ; Only ſuch 1s the marvelous 
* Quickheſs and agility of their Conceptions, as that 
gbeir intellectual motions are 1D reipect 6f ours as the 
: motion 
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motion of the Sun in the heavens, to the motion of the 
ſhadow on the Diall ; like che ſwift flight of an Eagle 
ro the creeping of a Sail; or the readineſs of 5n 
expert Aruhmetician, 00 2 flow and unskilful 4ccouy- 
tant, Who can in a fewer minutes reſdlve that which 
you demand of him, than che other can in many hours, 
or happily daies. And this vaſt impatity which is be- 
eween che Angelical and Humane underſtanding is 
enough to make-good this firſt demonſtration of Sa. 
cans ability ro tempr, as he 1s both a ſpiritual and 
intelle&uall Efſence. I ſhall now proceed to ano- 


ther. 


'He ſecond Demonſtration which aptly confirms 
' &-cheſame truth with the former 1s from the durati- 
on,and long experience of the Devil,who is thereby be- 
come h;/ful ro deftroy, and to have his cemprations like 
the Arrows of a mighty expert man, none of which xe 


rural endowments, ofcen fliled A={yor, a knowing or 
incelligent one, ſo heis for his acquired ſubcilcy called 
an old Serpent, Rv. 12.9. having been well nigh as 
long aTempter, nay, a murderer, as he hath been an 
Angel. Who mult needs therefore by the many revo- 
lutions, and ſucceſſive generations of men, irfwhich 
he. hach nor been an idle ſpeRator, but a bufie aRor, 
be more verſed in this Art and Myltery of wickedneſs, 
than he was in the non-age and infancy of his being, 
then he firſt cloathed himſelf 1n the ſhape of a Ser- 
pent.. For itis proper only ro God, to whoſe know- 

dee all things are preſent, ar all times, and before 
all.times, not ro be taught by experience. Burt there 


is no Creature ſo perfect n its knowledge, bur ic ny 
. | _ 
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.and doth learn ſomerhing for the time preſent, and 
"£0 Cone, Þy the times which are paſt, Experienceis 
life che honey thac Fonthan caſted, which enlightened 
his eyes, and mgde him more fic for a&tion, than he 
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Iuch aftairs, whictyybuth can no more undergo, than 
David could ihe Armour of Sax! which be had nor 
red. Who is more meer to miniſter Phyſick co a 
weak and crazy pactent, than an ancienc and well 
practiſed Phytician? Who more-able to medicine a 
wounded Spirit, and to eaſe a troubled Conſcience, 
than an holy and expetienced Divine? Who may be 
better trulted co fit at the Helm of a State than ſuch. 
perions whom years have made borh venerable and 
prudefic? Icwas the rath advice of Rehobsams young 
Caunſellours, that had well nigh loft him tis Crown, 
and occafioned the ren Tribes co fall off from- the 
Houle of David, and to form themſelves into a dis 
ſtinct Kingdom, 1 Kings 12.20. They ſeemed intheir 
Couniels io exerciſe more metal and courage thin the ; 
old men that ttood before Solomon his Faiher, but the 5 
other: diſcovered more wiſdom. New Liquor whes * 
ficlt cunned works and ſtirs more in che Cask, than 
other ; bur yer is as unfit to be drawn as their Counſel 
was [0 be followed. It was alſo the unmeet choice of 
perſons in che Council of Arimine, depured by che 
Orcnodox unto the Emperour, that did { as Sulpuzus 
Judictouſly obſerves.) much injure the erui h, tney ſend- 
ing young men that Were, Parum doth, & pirum cautiy 
lictle leamed, and as little cautious in tne weighty: 
Affairs of Religion, with which they were encruſted; 
when che Arrians ſenc an equal number of cheir faRi- 
on, who were, Sexes callids, & ingrnio valemes, Aged.

Foſephws alſo attributes the 
Arc of AFronomy to the Pattiarches of the fiili Age, 
who taught their Poſtericy the motions of the Heavens, 
andthe courſes of the Stars, by certain Monuments 
and Pillars in which chey had ſer down the obſervati« 
ons, Which themſelves had experienced in thoſe many 
Cenmries of years to which the life of man was then ex- 
rended, Ic being one end ( as ſome have deemed ) of 
Gods giving unto them ſo long a time above others, 
chat they might be the Authors of chis Science unto 
after Ages, which otherwiſe after that great Syſtole or 
contraQion of mans life by God himſelf, would frard- 
ly, if atall, have been atrained ro, If then time and 
experience be ſo requiſite to knowledge and wiſdom, 
as that it is in ſome things the genuine Parent of 
Ir, and in other things the great improver of it ; 
How much. then muſt five thouſand years experience 
enable Saran ro tempr, who hath all his cime been as 
| diligent an obſerver of men, as he hath been an Ad- 
- verſary againſt them ? How skilful muſt he be io this 
his black and accurſed Art, who - hath compiled: his 
remprations into Syſtemes, which he hath in readineſs 
# by him, and doth wich much Art continually make uſe 
E | of; being one that Knows not in the leaſt whar iris

him, multiplying concinually choſe experiences which 
incre:ſc his ſubcilty, and advantage him 1n cempung, 
as I ſhall ſhew 1n chcee Parciculars, | | 
Firſt, His long experience, as a Temprer, hath 
made him exaC in deſcerning, and chooking che fitrelt 


ſeaſons for ir, che right timing of which hath a power- 


full and effetive influence inco all kind of Encerpri- 
ſes whatever. Upon whoſe Sword doth victory molt 
conſtantly build 1's Triumph, then his , who 1s moit 
diligent in eſpying, or improving of advantages againlt 
his enemy ? whoſe intreaties and perſwahions do with 
ſweerneſs more 3llure, and with mildneſs overcome 
the harſhneſs and ſeverity of ſome Mens temper, then 
his, who obſerves moll:{s:me fands tempora, the ſofteſt 


and moſt calme ſeatons of ſpeech ? Whoſe Husbandry 


1s crowned with a more ſucceſsfull harveſt thin his, 
whois molt prudent, and circunſpect about the Szed- 
time ? Opporcunity is the joynt of time, and he who 
wiſely -can hic ir, is never diſappointed 1n his aimes, 
One blow on the Iron as ic comes glowing and: ſpark- 
ling from the Forge, doth more eafily bow ir, and fa- 
ſhion ic, then many re-doubled ſtroakes, when ics re- 


- turned to its natural coldreſs. One timely pull doth* 


more £aCilicace the raiſing of the B2ll, then many un» 
SKilfull and labortous tuggings at the Rope, Now, as 
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>; there are nane equally watchfull co Satan to eſpy any 
+ advancages ; ſo there are none alike knowing to di- 
cern the very nick of cime when the Temptation will 
be moſt prevalenc. Man ofcen miſcarries, and his un- 
deriakings become like Immacure Birchs, becauſe he 
 -knowes not his' time, Eceleſ. 9. 11, But Satan is more 
ſucceſsfull in his, becauſe he as from experience, and 
fully underſtands when and how to apply. himſelf, to 
every age and conflitution, All his mechods of remp- 
cations are like to the Aphoriſmes of Phyſicians, which 
are nothing but the ColleCtions of experimental ob- 
ſervations, drawn 1nto rules, to direct and order their 
praiſe by, And as Gales makes the two Legs, npon 
which the whole Body of Phy ſick, doth Rand, to be rea- 
ſon and experience: ſo may 1 ſay, that che rwo chief 
parts in which the art of the Devils ſubrilty in cempr- 
10g doth conſiſt, are the greatneſs of his natural kzow- 
ledge, and the length of his expertence. 
Secondly, His Experience, which now amounts to 
above five thouſand yeares, doth much advantage him 
in Tempting, as it makes him dexterous, and ready in 
the obviating of difficulties, and replying to every 
doubt that is made, when any ſuggeſtion is propounded 
and urged by him. For though Satan can with great 
arcifice palliate and diſguiſe the deformiry of fin, by 
giving it a falſe complexion, by drawing a veil over it, 
or by ſhewing it halfe-fac'd; as Apelles painted King 
Antigonus to conceale the want of his eye : Yet there 
arebur few temprations to ſcandalous and groſs fins , 
bur ar firſt propounding they Rartle the Conſciences of 
natural Men, much more of others, and raiſe a cloud of 
objeRions, which mult be ſcattered, before cheir con- 
- fent can be gained. Now the objections, or doubts 
which ariſe in Mens mindes of this preſent Age , are 
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with in every Generation and Succeiſipn of Men ; yea 
almoſt in every Perſon, when tempr!ed by him to the 
. ſarie or like fin. And as he till expeRts. for the future 
co find the ſame rezſonings, Binder and keep off a 
compliance with his ſugveltions ; ſo what replies or 
anſwers he hath experienced ro be molt prevalent, et- 
ther for perverting che knowledge, or [taggering rhe 
fuch of the cempted, chem he (isl} makes uſe of from 
time ro time, to remove the ſameprezudices that ſhr.in 
others, when fer upon by him, to commir the ſame lin. 
And this it is which oftentimes Rarclech and perplex- 
erh many Chriftiens, nor onely tha they are tempted 
ro fin, but that their pleas and arguments againſtic are 
ſo ſuddenly anſwered, and replyed unto: No ſooner 
can they Ob. bur rhe old Serpent will Sol ; and like a 
ſudril ſophiſter have alwayes ſomewnat to return to 
whatever they can Object, Bur if they gGid confider 
rh1t as the evils ro which they are tempted are.noothet 
then what hath been ſuggelied 'unto chouſands, ſor their 
arguments brought againft them are no other, then 
what he nath been chouſands of times acquainted with, 
and replyed unto, they would not ſo much wonder art 
his nimbleneſs in this kind, nor take the way of argu=- 


ing 23 molt convenient ro Oppoſe him. Chriſts incre-" 


pation Avoid Satan, Matth. 4.10. did more foil him 
tien all Reaſonings and Authorities procuceds And 
the ſafeſt way for vs rocome off clear with him, is ra- 
ther to be reſolute in a flar denial, then buſie in an ex- 
oer diſpute. When TVaomi ſaw that Ruth was ſtedfalt-

Gen. 6; 5. There is not the leaſt contrary Principle to 
check, or to reſtrain thoſe ebullitions of luſt, which flow 
and aſcend from the hearr, as water from a Fountain, 
and ſparkes from a Furnace, Now thus it is wich Sa- 
tan, he is wholly bene to evil and makes it his onely 
Rudy to dive and ſearch into'Men,that he may the ber- 
ter faften his temptations upon chem. It is the queſtion 
Which God puts to him, Fob 1.8. Faft thou conſidered 
wy ſervaut Job ? or as the Septuagint renders it , Haſt 
tho attended with thy Minde? In which is implyed 
what his practiſe and end is, ingoing rob and fro in 
the earth.; he doth not travel it asa P:/griy, but as a 
Spy, that. obſerves narrowly every perſon and thing as 
he paſſerh along : He ſers nor forward a fiep bur he 
doth as it were debate every Mans eſtate, remper, age, 
calling, company, that ſo he may with the greater ad- 
vantage cempc toevil, and thereby bripg Men my the

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{zme miſery and condemnation with himſelf, And in- - ' - 
deed whoſoever duly weighes the perfect antipathy chat . ** 
1s in Satan, both unto God-and Holineſs,can hardly con- 3 
ceive in what other thing he ſhould exerciſe himſelf, | 
then corempr and ſolicic Men to fin, For ſuch 1s the. 
greatneſs of his malice, that , as the Schooles deter- 
mine, it cannot admir any farther degree of augmen- 
cation, his will being immovably fixed to evill-as1ts ul-. 
rimate end. Needs therefore muſt his malice, and 
hatred diſpoſe him to the doing of ſuch evills as may 
bear a proportion to the greatneſs of 1c. And wherein 
Can ig 1n a higher way diſcover it ſelf, then in defign- 
ing, and effecting the ruine of the ſouls of Mgn by 

ernicious Counſells and devices ? If there be any one 
thing inwhich fo diſcontented a Perſon, as Saran'is, can 
take delight, ir is in bis Trade of Seduction, and De-- 
ſruction, in making others as irrecoverably loft and mi- 
ſerable as himſelf.

Oht how well 
would it go with Chriſtians, if the diligence of cneir 
Adverſary would provpke them to watchfulneſs, and 
kindle in chem an holy induſtry untoall good, rhat ſo 
chey might approve themſelves to be Des eMilites , 
Gods Souldiers, co fight againſt all evil : and Operari; 
Des, Gods Workmen and Servants in doing all good, 
Sure it is cheir complaints would be fewer , and their 
comforts would be greater.

Apoltates. Others, from a miſtake of that place, Rey. 
12, 4. of the Dragons drawing of the third part of 
the Scars of Heaven after him, have fondly concluded , 
that a third patr of them fell, when as it plainly ſpeakes 
of adefcQion in the Church, Others again have made 
che number of fallen Angells equall to the number of 
the cleft Men that ſhall be ſaved, who are to ſupply the 
breach that was by their defefion. But what light oc 
evidence do any of theſe politions carry in them, thac 
may gain the underſtanding cf ſober Men oa belicſe 
of them ? are they not nicities , that are as unfit to 
build upon as the dreames of fick Men ? Ir 1s enough 
ehat the Scripture. though ic acquaint us not With the 
certain number of good or evill Angells , that of the 
oneit tells us, that there 8re thouſand thouſands that Mi- 
miſter unto God, ard ten thenſand times tenthouſand that 
ſtand before him, Daniel 7. 10, And that there 1s an 1n- 
numerable company of Angells, Heb. 12.22. And 
rhatir repreſents unro us the evill Angells by a Kirg- 
dems, which implies multitudes AY a Prince whole 
oreatnel: lics to the extent of His, « ition , and rhe 
© En num3er 
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The Wiles of Sataw- 
mumber of his Subje&s. Surely we need no Hermits 
Viſions to inform us that the air 15 full of malignant 
Spicics, and the earth of their ſnares to entrap the 
inhabitancs of it. St, Pawl points out ro'us their num- 
ber as well as their power, When he ſai:h, char we 
wraſtle not with fleſh and bloud, but cgawſt principalities, 
againF# powers, agaisſt the rulers cf the darkneſs of this 
World,againſt ſpiritual wickedneſs In Op ——_ A 
Oh ! whaca troubleſome pailage mulf every Chriftizn 
expect in his way to heaven, who 15 to eopfli&t with 
Armies of theſe infernal Azakims? How neceflary is 
it thar he put on-the Armour of God for prote&ion, 
and fight 1n the firengrh of God to obtain a victory ? © 
For in his own might mo man can prevail, If Elzjah, 
a Prophet of an Herofck Spirit, complained of bis be- 
ing lefr alone to contelt with the Prieſts of Baal, and 
the Idolaters of 1ſrael, fo as ro gtow weary of his life, 
kev apc will rhe beſt of men be cofainr and finkin 
the long and ſharp Covflicts, that muſt be undergone 
with the Combined forces and powers of darkneſs, if 
not aided and ſupported by the ſtrength of Chrift 2 If 
therefore we would be ſucceſsful ComPbarants in this 
Spiritual Warf:re, we muſt do as Dawid did, whopre- 
pated to encounter Goltah by diſarming himſelf of his

Is there any print of that noble 
quality, which 1s as amiable as the Sun to be found in 
the cerricories of -darkneſs ? What then ts that Liga+ 
ment or Cement, that ſo firmly ties and conjoyns 
chem together? - Ic is no other bur a perfe& hatrgd 
both to God and man, it being the one thing deſigned 
by chem to rob Godof his glory, and man of his hap.

The good Angels rejoyce at the 
converiion of afinner ; and the evil Angels ar his de.

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furcheg a compliance with his ſuggeſtions, . becauſe mee 
are more 2pr to be ſwayed by ſuch thoughts which they. 
look upon as tne nacurall births of their own heares,chan 
ever they would be by ſuch which they diſcern ro be 
forrain, and to be injected from an irreconcilable and 
a ſworn Enemy. If any Princ or Signature of Saran 
did in che lealt appear iv his ſuggeliions, by which the 
rempred might diſcover when the motions ro any fin 
did come from him, «and when from themielves, nei- 
ther his ſucceſs nor their danger would either of them 
| be ſo great by far as now they both are. For it cannor 
be reatonably imagined that any ſhould ſo readily cloſe 
wirh,or hegrken ungÞ wha they find him to be theProm- 
Pter of, as to What they deem to bave its riſe from their 
own breaſt, without any other mover chen themſelves 
The bird cakes the Egg or Yourg for its own, though 
laid or pur into the ett by another hand, which there- 
fore it doth with an unwewied diligence both hatch 
andfeed ; bur if it ſhould once deſcry it robe other» 
wiſe, ic would forchwith caſt it out and deſtroy as ſpu- 
rious. And ſo thoſe ſinful motions,Which are injeed 
into mens hearts by the evil.one, but reputed by them 
to-be no other than the natural births of their own: 
.minds, are more dandled in their thoughts, and ſooner 
gratified by an actual compliance than ever they would 
be, if diſcovered ro have their original from the 
Temprer. When Satan ſtood up againtt 1ſrael, and 
provoked David tonumber the People, 1 Chron,z1.1, 
It wes not by making ſuch 1mprefſions, as might evi- 
dence nim to be the Counſellour of the fact, bur by 
exciting ſuch affeions of vain-glory and felf-confi- 
derce, which naturally abound in the hearts of Princes 
when their Armies are victorious, and the face of their 
Afﬀairs like a ſerene Sky. without any mixture of ye 
| us 
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"Thus Benhadad grows in his demands upon Ahab, as 
If he would try what 1t was that he dares deny, by ad- 
ding a ſecond Mcflage to his fiftt, in which he iplargeth 
che terms of his tubmiſſign to the ſearching of his 
kouſe, 2nd the houſes of his Servants, and the raking 
away of whatſoever is deſirable in chetr eyes, and be- 
ins refuſed che doing of ir, he proudly boats, that the 
dult of Sa99aria ſhall nor ſuffice for bandfuls tor all rhe 
people that followed him, 1 Kizgs 19. 10. And ſ9 
Senacherib, fleſhed with the many Conquelts thar he 
had obtained over divers Nations, ſwells with pride, 
cill he breaks into blaſphemy : ho are they among all 
the Gods that have delruered their Country out of my haxds, 
that the Lord jhon!d deliver Feruſaiem out of my hands ?

Sara) kindle this inordinate defire in David, of his 
knowing the number of his warlike forces, which the 
juſt expotulacions of Joab and the Captains of rhe 
Hoſt could nor allay. He delighted 1n this thing, and 
the Kings word prevailed, 2 $19.24.3. Thus alfo in 
cempring of Chriſt, be makes uſe of Peers naturgl af- 
feion co his Maſter to diſſwade him from ſuffering 
death, Mar. 16.22, Little did Peter ſuſpe& that' the 
wdrds which he ſpake, Satan prompred, and that he 
Was but an Infirument to convey the poyfon of a' 
remprtation as black as hell into his Saviours boſome, 
the conſequence; of which would have been more dif- 2 
mal chan it the Stars had dropt from heaven, ——_ 4 
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Sun been blotred out of his Orb, or the whole Cre34 
tion had become as ſhcivelled Parchment before the 
fire.

Bur there is no Cuſtome ſo weak that hath 
po more power over our nature than we intended 
iſt ro give ir, inſomuch that many have been over- 
born with choſe ations, the effe&s whereof they pre- 
ſume to be at their own diſpoſe. For as Children turn 
round ſo long in ſpore cill at left they fall down when 
they would tand, ſo there are many who indulging 
themſelves in. lictle ſlips and failings, bring themſelves 
£0 ſuch an evil dizzineſs of mind as throws chem down 
when they purpoſe co ſtand and to break off from the 
aths in Which they walked. When therefore a man 
nds that he is tempted co {in becauſe ir is little, and 
may at any time be as eaſily lefr as taken up, lec him 
look upon. it as a double impoſture of che Devil, who 
if be make ir ſeem lictle in or before the doing of it, 
cad make it appear much greater when ir is done: 
Or if be would perſwade him chat ie, may without diffi-

vions dippitigs of the wooll tn divers liquors, thatir 
may drink in more fully the cinure of the Scarlet; 
They beger poyerful inclinations in the ſoul cogreater

And to him, 'and other ancient Hebrews, who xCof 
the ſame Opinion, doth Grotins incline, adding 'alfo 
his maltiplying of Charizts and horſes 2gainlt the expreſs 
Command of God, Dext.10.,17;-4s another tapſe'n 
the way before his {irange departing, and forfakingof 
the way: I ſhall not make ir my work codererming 
what ſpecial warrant Solomon might have for what was

bim) is, « ceaſing to tempt, or after ſome. ſhort conflift to 
faigue 8 flight, not from neceſsity, but from deſigne. Ie is 
ſaid, Joth. 8. 15. That Joſhua and all Iſrael made as if 
they were beaten before the Men of Ai, and fied by the way 
of the Wilderneſs : Bur it was co draw them from their 
fenced City into the Power of an Ambuſh, ſer roen- 
# Ffoare them: Andchis among other firaragems which 
” CBrafides in Thucidides calls xniuudle bellz, the thefts 
{of War, Sacan ofcen uſech, difſembling a fl-gbe , rhac 
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thereby be may the becter Real aviRory, and bring un- 
looked for milchicfes upon thoſe from whom he ſeems 
tofly. Pariſtenſis ſaith, it is omnium inſidiarum peri- 
enloſeſsima , of all his ſnares and wiles the molt dan- 
gerous : becauſe thar as hz defignes ic for evill ends, ſo 
ic ſeldome mifferh of ſucceſs ; ferv heeding to obſerve 
whether his flight be preteded, or real; whether his 
ceafing totempt be our of 5&4, in order to ſome hid- 
den deſign, or out of coyftramt cauſed by the reſiſtance 
of faich. I ſhall rherefore iddeavour to ſhow : Firſt, 
What Satan aimes at un his Jong flight + Secondly , 
How to diftivguiſh it from that which us reall, and forced 
by the firme oppoſition which Faith makes againſt him , 
and theuiftory that it obtaines over him. 
Firſt , By this Policy he ſeckes to infefF, and ſwell ohe. 
heart with pride, which co keep down apd deliroy is one 
great etd of Gods ſuffering his co be rempred. Pride is 
a ſin which iris hard to kill or roſtarve,ſo ſutable a Sole? 
is the hearc co nouriſh 1c above all other fins whatſoe- 
ver, and fo apt is every occaſion to make it put forth _ 
afreſh ; but nothing doth more quicken and aCtuate ig. 
then greater atcheivments. Ir is Tacitus his abſerva- 
. Won, Rebas ſecundrs etiam egregis duces inſaleſcunt, Re= 
nowned Gene:alls are pufcup with ſucceſs , eſpecially 
294inſt an enemy of repute and eminency. And is 
there any adverſary thar can contribute more to his glos 
ry who purs him. ro flight, then the great Dragon, chat 
old Serpener, called che Devil and Satan? Is nor be the 
Prince of the Aire, and the God of rhe World? are, 
not his Terricories full of Caprives, whom he hath mi- 
ſerably enthralled? Hath he not more Vaſſalls then. 
Chriſt hath Subje&s? Moſt ir not then be matter of 
Juſt glory and triumph, to defeate anJ overcome him, 
by whom ſuch mulcicudes are vanquiſhed?” But yet 
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he thac ſiriveth muſt ſtrive lawfully ; ſo he that gloriech 
- muſt glory lawfully, which mutt bein the Lord, in the 
power of whoſe might he is made ſtrong, elſe'his glo- 
rylog will be both tiis /#z and ſuare. And this Saran 
o fully underſtznds, as char in the heat of a Tempta- 
tion he makes certain Ceflations and unexpeRed re- 
cirements, on purpoſe to deceive by the vain hopes 
of a ſuppoſed victory, And are not many by this de- 
ceipt lifced up, as if their Confli& were at an end, and 
the Field wholly won by them ? Do they not pride and 
pleaſe themſelves in thinking how they ſhook oft che 
iffernal Viper with as much eaſe, and as little hurc to 
themſelves, as Paxl did that Viper that camefrom the 
bundle of ſticks, and faſtened on hishand ? Do they 
not ſlight others who complain of long and ſore tem- 
ptations with which they are buffeced, as if they did 
ſpring rather from cheir weakneſs, than the powerof 
the Tempter?Oh when men thus ſer imaginary Crowns 
oh their own heads, how unlike are they ta thoſe 
holy Elders who caſt their Crowns before the Throne 
of God, ſaying, T hou art worthy O Lord to receive glory, 
and honour, and power ? And how like unto him whom 
chey chink chey have foiled ? By being tainred with 
that fin of pride which caſt che Angels our of heaven, 
and condemned them to be reſerved in everlaſting 
Chains under darkneſs unto the judgment of the 
Great Day. | 

Secondly, By this Art he ſeeks to induce a ſpirit of ſe- 


chrity, and to poſſeſs the heart with vain preſumption of 


4 future peace and freedom from aſſaults, than which 
nothing can prove more fatal to a Spiritual Warfare. 


\That ſaying of Epicharmus, Miriro &m561, Remem- 
ber co diſtruſt, is more uſeful Counſel to none than co 
a Chriſtian when not frowned upon by the World, nor 
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. molefiedby:Satan ; for changes: will come bath fr 
[the one and the other : +The--World will prove a falſe 
Friend, . the Devil a rrue Temprter. Afcer three ſharp 
repulſes given him by our Saviour, he deparced only 
for a ſeaſon, Luk.4.13. And can we expect that he will 
be beaten out of heirt, and made a Coward by us? 
When reliſted, and put to flight again and again, he 
will retnrn, if not to ce:guer, yer ro vex. Bur no-' 
thing will more baſten his return than a drowhe ſecu- 
rity, thar is the ſeaſon which he watcheth for, that is 
the end of his cealing to rempr, and his ſeeming de- 
-parcure ; and when he finds us, like the men of Lajh, 
Aiving careleſs and at eaſe, fdg.18.7. then he ſngices, 
not as the good Angel did Peter, to awsken /him, 
As 12.7; bur; as the fierce Dauites, to kill apd de= 
ftroy as much as in him lies,” Then ic is that he ſows + ® 
thoſe noxions tares that come up afterwards toghe pre- 
Judice and hurt of the good Seed, ar.13.25.. Then 
it is he comes and brings ſeven worſe Spirits with him; 
- making thela(t Rate of chat man. more miſerableithag 
the firſt, Lyuk.11,26, Let none therefore pleaſe them- 
ſefves in a finful eaſe and reli from temptations, as if 
' the work were gpolly done, when 1n truth nothins-is 
done ; bur ler them look how they come by ir, and exa- 
mine whether it be not a pratt;/e of the Enemy, rather 
than a reeluy; whether ic ſpring not rather from a 
ceaſing of the Tempter to ftir, tan from a wilfory 
obrained againſt him, now/how to difference the 
"one from the other 1s the nexc particular char I am 
to deſcend unto. rs 0s | 
To find out therefore the truth of the one from the 
1mpoſture of che other, I will ſer down' briefly. theſe 
three Rules. | | Y 
Firſt; Look what meays and : <a of reſiſtaxce Pop 2M 
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been uſed to put Satan to flight ; Have inſtant prayers 
'been made to God ? Have the goings our againſt him 
been in the power and mighc of Chrift ? Harth the 
Sword of the Spirit, Which 1s che Word of God, been 
ſer againſt che motions of (in, and the prefling inſti- 
g1tions of the Temprer ? What is it that bath at any 
time bzen done to pur a period to the Conflit? For 
as Livy ſaith, Stwlritia eff, ſedendo, ac wotts debellars 
ciedere paſſe : Ic is a folly to believe char by fitting ſtill, 
and naked wiſhes, Enemies can be conquered and 
overthrown : ViRory attends upon the diligent and 
induffxious, not upon the f{lothful. If then tempra- 
a9 one and diſappear we know not how, and chat 


n9 aFcount can be given of the Calm and Peace thac 
we d@enjoy, as the fruits of prayer and other means 
uſedfhr the obtaining of 'it, we have cauſe co be jealous 
that the freedom and reſt we have is buran Artifice of 
the Adverſary to make us ſecure, and thereby the more 
eaſily to enſnare us: Nemo enim celerims opprimutur, 
quan qui mhil timer ; none being ſooner vanquiſhed 
than he who fears nothing. | 

Secondly, When ever Satan ts really worſted, fin % 
wounded, He is never puc to flight buc Luſt receivesa 
morcifying blow, for the fight 1s both made and main- 
rained by Faith, and other graces of the Spirir, which 
Carrie in chem more immediate oppoſition unto fin 
than unto Satan, it being rhe great work of every one 
Chat is begotten of God to keep himſelf that the wicked 
oe touch him not, 1 Joh.5.18. Not that he tempt him 
not, but that he defile him not by any afhmilating 
couch : And this is the only way by which a Believer 
.can;/be ſaid both to reſiſt him, and alſo co overcome 
' him we cannot kill the Devil, nor weaken in the 
kaſt his power, but as we-mortific Luſts which are the 
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natter thathe works upon, - and. the leſs of ic he finds * 
n us, che leſs able he is to hute us. If therefore a 
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324in(t fin, ſo as to loath and hate it, whichis-an ins 
rerpretative murder of fin, as:well-as of our Brother, 
t Foh.3.15, So as to pray and watch more agaifilt it, 
we cannot well conclude ovr reſt and caſe to be good 
when it wants grace as irs companion, and the quiet 
fruics of righteouſneſs as its evidence, Heb.12.11, 
Thirdly, #hen the wicked one #s overcome and driven 
to flight, there will abide wpon the ſoul a lively ſenſeof ſo 
gu a mercy, which will manifeſt ut ſelf m a deep ap pre- 

fron of thoſe treacheries, and deceits that the heart did 
abound with i» the hour of tryal, and aſelf abbortency 
for chem in an humble and chankfal acknowledgmenc 
of Rrenyth and power from Chrift, whereby it 1s un- 
able. co fight a good fight, and to obrain an happy vi- 
Qory, in a careful treaſuring' up the experience irtrath 
had of .Gods faithfulneſs 1n its greateſt Rraits, in 2 
cimely preparation and laying in of ſpiritual proviſions 
for anocher concounter, 3s knowing that its” Warfare 
will not be compleared till it come to heaven: '' Theſe, 
and ſuch like eftets, are theiffues of choſe Temptations 
in which Saran is pur co flight, and the groundiof it"is, 
becauſe it 1s done in the exerciſe of rhoſe means and 
oraces of the Spirit as alwaies leaves the ſoul ina'berter

greataretchenumber-of choſe f140x1/vror, who tempt 
Godby unwarrantable practiſes, chrowing themſelves 
into needleſs dangers and extremities that his power 
may appear in theig deliverance and preſervation ? 
Caſuar I remember tells a Story of three perſons, who 
in the confidence of Gods providing for' them took 
redious journey into a Deſart, in which two of them 
miſerably died with-hunger, the third only returned as 
a ſad ſpectacle of. their folly. And Brentizs hath 2 
Relation of an Anabaprit Woman, who invited many 
Friends to Supper, "but rook no care to have any thing 
ro ſer before them, fondly preſuming that the Table 
ſhould be furniſhed by God. Bur what are theſe pre- 
ſumptions, in which men thus divide between che 4 
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' have prevailed-to che deluding rations and King» 
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and the means;-any other than the-ſcorn II | 


of. thoſe who deride their folly, .and yet through'the 
ſeduction of che Devil became. guilcy of far{preater. 
When chey are Confident of heaven, - and Careleſs of 
holineſs, they.are ſecure of the end; :and;yercread nor 
one fiepin the way that ſhould bring them toit. > Are 


not theſe as vaip as thoſe who expect a Harveſt with-

Secondly, The ſubiilty of Satan, touching the end aud 
the means, # ſeen in his putting of men upon the 'purſuil of 
thoſe waies and mediums, which de not in the leaſt ſerves 
or conduce to that end for which they areuſed: ' Sorhat- 
though the ipterded end be good, yer they fall as: 
equally ſhort of it, as thoſe *who do nothing avall to 
obtain ir, and are like miſguided. Patients, : who'by: 
their Medicines. are not cured,- but killed. And who 
can count the. thouſands, or rather-Myriads, :that: are- 
held under the. power of this. delufion of the Devil? 
May we nat ask the moſt of choſe who buſie themſelves 

in ſeeking a Rate of happineſs, why do yaou_lay our 

your mony for that which is not bread ? Or why aze-you 
25 thoſe who build in the fire, where-the firufturecon- 
ſumerh as faſt as:1t 1s raiſed ?

He cares nor how much Men hear, or how ofcen 
they Pray, if that he can burallaycheir intention and 
fervency rn both, either by diſtrating theit Mindes, or 
deading their AﬀeCtions, ſo as to make them the Scele- 
tons of duties , withour a Soul ' to enliven; and aCtuate 
them ; naked formes, without any/power of. Godlinels, 
How contemptible doth God ſpeak of his own Infticu- 
' tions, when done in a careleſs and: looſe manner ? 
When 7frae! came to appear before him, he askerh 
who hath required thus at thei 


ir hands to tread bn courts ? 
. Ifat. 1.12. Incenſe is an abomination, New Moones and 
Sabbaths he cannot away with, Verl. 13. He curſeth them

be abhorred. And as in Superfſiicious times he kept 
down the truth by Superſtition, and pompous Cere- 
monies, ſo in times of- Reformation by pretended Re- 
velations, and Teachings above.the Word. And this 
the Apoſtle doth much aim ac when he ſaith, 2 Ccr.11, 
I4» That Satan transforms himſelf into an Angel of 
light. This deluſion I ſpeak the rather of, becauſe chac 
in-theſe rimes wherein Reformation hath been much 
pretended, che World by pretences of Revelations, 
p& impulſes of che Spirir, hath caſt off che Word. 
Tis Arc he improves two wales : 
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 wrerched: miſcreants do- on purpoſe, and knowingly 
uſe this way as a pretence to colour all their wicked- 
neſs. Thus Hahower, to colour his wickedneſs in the

That may 
keep you, nor from being tempred by Satan, bur from 
being couched by cheevil one, as St. Fohn phraſeth it, 
I Poh.z.17. That the evil one touch you not, 45 mo1g%s 
Vie e737, it is the ſame word uſed 1 Cor-Jel, The 
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| evil one doth nor couch him ſo as to produde his own 
Image and likeneſs upon him. Though I undertake noc 
ſuch Antidotes and, preſeryatives as ſhall corally free 
you from his Wiles, yer I ſhall lay down Antidotes

Pleaſures, Riches, 
Honours, chey are che uſual baits with which Saran 
hides all his hooks, and cemprations, that ſo they may 
not be eafily- diſcerned, and an immoderare thirfting, 
a keen eager appetite afcer theſe things, is the ready 
way to bring a Believer into che midſt of ſnares. They ' 
that will be rich, ſaith the Apoſtle, 1 Tim 6-9. whoſe 
deſires and appetires are filled with the great chings of 
the world, fall into many ſnares: Sometimes to (trzin 
their conſciences by deceir ; ſometimes: ro do evil ati- 
ons, it may be ro make che Riream of their ations 
great by the bloud of others. Bur now as we muſt be 
ſober in tempering our hearts, and affeQtions, ſo we 
mult be warchful,which is a duty required of us as Chri- 
ians, bur indiſpenſably neceſſary as we are Chriſtian 
Souldiers, engaged z bello ſemper, et/; non in prehio, as 
Livy ſpeaks, alwaies in a War, chough nor alwaies in 
barrel ; a Chriſtian hath no peace bur in his conſci- 
ence, and the grave, Nay, it is an irreconcileable .

He ſecond Antidote is Reſolution and Chriſti ns 
| &. courage; This is as neceflary as watchfulne!*, 
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Watchfalneſs is good to prevent evil, and Chriſtian 
Reſolution to undergoicr. Andwe have need of Re- 
ſolution, for he char, will be a Chriſtian muſt expe& 
oppolition z we mult nor thipk to paſs out 'of e/£gype 
without Pharaohs purſuing us: Or to travel through 
the wilderneſs of this world without oppoſition from 
theſe Amalckites. Satan will be in arms againſt us if he 
perceive but'thoughrs of our departure. If once we be 
but big wich any holy reſolutions, he will perſecute us, 
as he did the woman in Rev.12. Therefore be reſolute. 
This the Apoſtle exhorts ro, Eph. 6.10, Finally Bre- 
| thren, be ſtrong in the Lord, and in the power of his might, 
put onthe whole Armour of Ged. Why? That you may 
py”, beable to ſtand againſt the Wiles of the devil. Take up 
= reſolution in the name of Chriſt to hold qut, 7«dg.20. 
22, The men of Jſraelencouraged themſelves, and . 
ſer the Battel again in array, Libentins te inſequitur ad- 
ver ſarzus fugientem, quam ſuſtineat repugnantem, ' & au- 
dacins 1nſiftut a tergo quam reſiſtat in faciem, as Bernard, 
He doth more willingly purſue than fight, and he is 
more bold when we turn our backs, than when we ſer 
cur faces againſt him : Courage and: conſtancy will 
bring victory, If you refit, you overcome 3 he may 
perſwade,, but cannot force. Ic was all Eve complained 
.of, Gen.3-13. that the Serpent ceceived her, not that 
he conkrained her ; and therefore he choſe the Serpent, 
Non quia fortior, ſed quia callidior, nor becauſe he was 
the tirongeſt beaſt in the field, but becauſe he was 
more ſultil. To encourage our ſelves, conſider we

"T He third Antidote, in reſiſting the Wiles of Satany 
- Þ make uſe of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and that in rwo 
particulars: Firſt, As a pattern ro know hoy to refit 
cemprations. And ſecondly 3s an aide and ſuccour. 

' Firſt, Inrefiſting remprations, make uſe of Chriſt as 
a pattern, Who did combate with Satan co teach us ro 
combare. The firſt promiſe God made to fallen man _ ; 
Was, That the ſeed of the woman ſhonld bruiſe the Ser- 
pents head, Gene3.15. And the firſt work Chriſt un- *# 
dertook after his ſolemn inauguration inco his Office 7 
was to fulfill this promiſe, as we ſee in Mar.q. by en- 
rring thefield, and coping with bim and all che powers 
of darkneſs in a fingle duel. Now, as Abimeleck (2id to 
his followers, F#dg.9.48. What you have = me do, that 
do you. So Chrilt our Caprain bids us look unto him, 
and obſerve him'in theſe four particulars : 

I. Obſerve the weapon Chriſt choſe to foyl him by, 
and to refilt all the remprations of Satan withal z he 
could by. his power have rebuked and filenced him, as 
eafily as he did the winds and waves, bar he doth ir þy 
the word; and to variety of temptations he uſeth bur 
one weapon, thewWord, Againſt temprations to diſtruſt, 
againſt cemprations to preſumption, to blaſphemy, ſaich 
Chriſt, it is written, man liveth not by bread, And again = 
it is written, T hon ſhalt not tempt, 8c. Now in this ler 
Chrittians take Chriſt as an Example ro refiſt Satans 
ſuggeſtions by the Word;z take your Arrows from thas 
Quiver, your advice from that unerring Oracle, / have 
hid thy word in my beart that 1 might not ſin againſt oy 
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Pſal. 119. The Word both diſcovers Wiles, and for- 
tifies againſt them. Ic fir diſcovers all che cempraci- 
ons of Satan, it is a Chryſtal Glaſs in which you ma 
ſee all the turnings and windings of this old Ser- 
pent. Bernard compares Chriſtiaps, char are diligent 
in che Word, unto thoſe Doves, in Cavr.. 12, thar fic 
by the waters, becauſe they can in them che beccer 
diſcern the motion of the Hawk 1D the Heavens ; So 
the Word diſcovers the ſnares of Satan. When Fo- 
ſhua and the 1ſraelites were not careful to ask counſel of 
God, they were caught by che policy and crafc of the 
Gibeonites: So when you negle& to conſult with God 
and his-Word, no wonder if the policy of Satan pre- 
- vailagainft you, Fer.8.9. They have rejefted the word of 
* the Lord, and what wiſdom us in them ? Secondly, It for- 
 tifies againſt che Wiles of Saran, and furniſhes with 
many weapons and Arguments againſt chem, If he 
promiſe great things, and ſo would ſeduce you that 
Way, look into the Word, and there are beter things 
chan he can promiſe. For Satan can promiſe nothing, 
bur either chou haſt ic already, ( and the ſame water is 
| ſweecer from the Fountain than when ic paſſes through 
a fink, ) or chou haſt berrer, chou walkeſt among fewer 
ſnares, chou baſt an overplus of ſpiritual goods for thy 
defe& of earchly, Conſider, the offers of Saran are 
not for comforts but ſnares, not for the uſe of life, bur 
tne provifions for fin, If he threaten, look into the 
Word, thereare greater and ſad./er threarnings. What 
1s his wild-fice, to fiery indignation, to ſnares, fire and 
brimſtone, a horrible tempeſt, chat the Lord threatens to 
rain down upon finners, Pſal.11, So that in every kind 
you are furniſhed by the Word. 

And here let me commend to you the excellency of 
this Weapon our Saviour made uſe of : Ic is c;lled 4 
. tne 
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the Apoſtle, R-v.1.16. The ſword of his month, and 
by the Apoſtle Pawl,T he ſword of the Spirits And there. | 
is no ſword like this, as David ſaid of Goliahs. All muſt 
give place to this:That Czlrer Philoſophicus,that was by a 
ftci& and daily obſervation of the ftars,made ſo as thar ir 
would cut in ſunder an Anvil; Alexaznders ſword that cur 
the Gordian Knot ; Ehnds ſword that killed Eg/on King 
of Moab, muſt give place to this,that cuts aſunder all the 
gins and ſnares of Satan. The power of the VVord is 
ſeen- in this, that though ir hath all diſadvanrages to 
hinder its operation : Yer the V Vord of Gods mouth' 
doth not re:urn void. If applied to great perſons, it 
makes them tremble. Where the word of a King 1s there 
75 power, Eccleſ.8.4. and who may ſay unto him, what dot 
thon ? Yet with it Elijah wounds Ahab, 2 Kings 21,19, 
Paxl doth but brandiſh it,a2nd Felix trembles,: Felix in 
his Robes, Paul in his Chains. Aficarah, a Priſoner, 
pronounceth death to Ahab, 1 Kings 22.27, The moſt 
ſecret fins the VVord finds our, and cuts off the firſt 
rifings and flirrings of it, The VVorld alwaies ſto- 
macked ir, yer the V Vord gets ground andis effeQual, 
as Anguſtine ſaith, Come toa man in a Lethargy and 
pinch him, come to a man in a Phrenzy and tye him, 
Utergue iraſcitur, ſed mterque ſanater ; both are angry,bur 
both are cured. But alas, how is this ſpiritual weapon 
negle&ed, undervalued, abuſed ? 

Some tr.en know not the V Vord, have no weapon 
in their houſes. They care not the Scriptures ſhould 
ſpeak any thing to them; Like that Cardinal River 
mentions in his Orthodoxus Catho!icus, who after he 
had heard Beza's Ocation in the Poſh:ck Convention, 
Utinam aut iHe mutas fuiſſet,aut nos ſnrdt eſſemnus, 1 would

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Homers VVorks in his School 3 how much more may 
we be angry with choſe rnac have not the Bible in their 
houſes ? Ochers undervalue the Scriptures, as Politias, 
thar rejected them, as unfit for his poliſhed Rile, and 

ec ſpenc all his cime upon trifles. Calderinus diflyaded 
bis SchollarsFrom reading the Scriptures, yet Com- 
mented upon Yirgils filrhy Poelie of Priapus. Bur rake 
heed of deſpiſing the VVord, Take heed of bringing to 
it proud hearts. As ſome wear Swords to ſhey their 
ilded Pummels, and velyet Scabbards, ſo many uſe 
the VVord for oftentarion, rather than to ward off 
.. Wicked ſuggeſtions with its | 
= Secondly, AS you ſhould obſerve Chriſt in the choice 
& of his VVeapon, ſo make uſe of the skilfulneſs and 
” aptneſs of Chriſt in the applying che VVord co the 
”. cempration, and in making uſe of che V Vord againſt 
© the variety of Satans temptations. You may obſerve 
how aptly, and readily Chriſt makes uſe of ſeveral 
 FScriptures in relifting temptations, AMat.4.4. It ts 
” written man ſhall not live by bread alone, and therefore we 
= ſhould depend upon the Providence of God in the 
midſt of ſtraights. Jt 5s written, thou ſhalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God, Ver.7. and therefore we ſhould not pre- 
ſume co expe& bleſſings withour the uſe of means, 
when God vouchſafes chem tous. Ir is writes, thou 
ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy God, Ver.10. therefore we 
muſt not blaſpheme him, and give his honour to ano- 
ther. Now all theſe Scriptures our Saviour brings them 
out of one Book of God, cthey are all taken out of Dew- 
zerovomy. Now if one Book will afford ſuch plency, 
” what then will the whole Book of God ? We ſhould 
> therefore furniſh our ſelves wich variety of Scriptures 
- againſt variery of temprations. A Chriſtian that is well 
» gkilled in the Word is like one thac hath a Plaiſter ready 
- x ; | © 
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co lay on as ſoon as the wound is made, and ther 
che danger is prevented. Therefore ftudy rhe Scriptures, ' 
that you may have Antidotes againſt this and thar rem 
ptation, that you may haye wherewlith to anſwer Satan. 
Alſted ( as I remember in his Caſes of Conſcience) 
rels of one Fohaunes Gatine that was (0 perfet in the 
Scriptures, that it was thought if all the Bible had been 
loſt, yet ir might have been in'a great meaſure recove- 
red by his. dexcerity and readineſs in it. Ir is a great 
commendation to be ready in che Scripture, but co be 
ſo ready as to improve 1t upon all occaſions againſt 
remptations is the glory and excellency of a Chrittian. 
Getc a skill in the Word, that you may haveitin a rea- 
dineſs, and be able co apply it. It istrue, knowledge 
is the eye of the ſoul, which muſt direct how it muſt be 
applied. Ignorant men pervert it to their own defiru- 
&ions, they wound themſelves, nor their enemies. 
But general diſcourſes are like the beams of the Sun 
diſperſed in the air, which warm and chear ; bur parti- 
cular application is like the beans collefted in the 
burning glaſs, which unites the beams,and makes them 
burn. Apply the word to thy ſelf, if thou arr rempred 
ro Covetouſneſs, remember life conſiſts not in abun- 
dance. If ro uncleanneſs, the Lord knows how to re- 
ſerve the wicked, 2 Pet. 2. To, Eſpecially them that 
walk after the fleſh in the luſts of uncleanneſs, Heb.13. 
4. Whoremongers and Adnlterers God will Judge. If to 
inordinate fear,apply Zub.12.4.1f to diftrations in trou- 
bleſome rimes, that of Pſal.5 5.22. Caſt thy burden wp- 
on the Lord. Thus have the Word in readineſs, like 
Solomons Wotthies, Cant.3.8. that had their ſword on 
their thigh, ready to be out of the ſheath preſently,and 
labour for skill co manage it. 

Thirdly, Look to Chriſt as a patternin his conſtancy 
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”” in refiſting temptations; in his perſeverance againſt 

renewed ailaults ; our Saviour was long in the fielu, be 
was forty dates together tempted, Mar, 1.13. Thoſe thac 
are recorded in Afar. 4. were after the forty daies, 
When he had falted forty daies, then the Temprer came, 
and perſwaded him to turn ſtones 1nto bread ; the 
Evangelifts record only thoſe chief and laſt cemprations, 
Now lec us le:rn of our Captain to fight a good fight 
wichout diſcouragement, and without changes; though 
temptations change, yer ler not us change, though they 
| be multiplied, yer le us keep on our warfare and main- 
Cain-our courage. 

Fourthly, Make uſe of Chrift as a Pattern in the 
manner of refifting, Thus, by proportioning the reli- 
ſtance ro the riſe and growth of remprations ; when 
cemprations riſe higher, and are more groſs, then we 
are to be more earnelt, proportioning our refiftznce 
according to the vileneſs and (infulneſs of chem. Thar 
cemptarion of Chriſt to blaſphemy, Chriſt did reje& 
and reſiſt in another manner than he did the ewo for- 
mer. There heonly anſwers, : # written, but here he 
ſaith, Ger thee behind me Satan. He doth not only re- 
fiſt ir by the Word, but expreſſes a loathing and an 
indignation,and ſo ſhould we when temptations aſſaulc 
us, that firike immediately at Gods glory, we ſhould 
expreſs a loathing, and abborrency of chem z and cer- 
cainly,. ſuch tempcationsro Atheiſm, Murder, Blaſ- 
phemy, &c. are beſt refifted by abhorrency of 
them, and loathing them, not by diſputing with them, 
as Parifienſpr faith, Some temptations are refiſted pey 
” , fugam, by flight, as flee fornication. Some per sndigna- 
” rionens, Dy indignation, as 2 man hath his anger moved 
| when heisoffered noching near the worth of his Com- 
þ. modity. So when a man is cemprted for trifles toſin 
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Eg The Wiles of SAatahs 10r "0 
againſt God, and hazard his ſoul, Sola ans ſyllabe pro» * 
minciatione ejus jacnla confringunter, &c. It is enough to 
retilt ſuch remptations With chat interjeRtion, Fie, fie 
wpon ſuch filchineſs, fie upon ſuch blaſphemy, and this is 
by many choughc che ſatett way, 

Secondly, You mult make uſe of Chriſt as your aid 
and ſuccour, as well as your pattern; not only as a pate 
cern to know how tofight, but make uſe of his power 
and ſtrength co fight the becter.” Be ſtrong in the Lord, 
and in the power of hu might, Eph.6.10, And Heb.2.18, 
He 1 ſaid to be able to ſnccour them that are tempted. Go 
not incothe field therefore alone. In prophaze Dnels, -: 
wherein men challenge one another the field for ſmall -3 
punctillices of honour, or happily for worſe things, '-*$ 
(in which, as Bernard ſaith, Hnns lethaliter peccat, alter 
| eternaliter perizt, One mortally fins, and the other eter- 
nally dies, ) they ſeldom appear without Seconds,. that 
they may ſee there be no wrong done, and that they 
may call for aid if need he. Much more ſhould Chrit- 
ſtians in this divine Conflict, and wraſtling with Satan, 
cake Chriſt along with them. We ſhould not goin the 
| ſtrength of ovr own reſolutions, or our own vows, bu: 


we, ſhonld go againſt Satan, as David did again(t the 
Philiftim, 1 Sam.17. 2» the name of the Lord. V Vhen 
we do ſo, we alwaies prevaile, and when we doo:her- 
wiſe, weare alwaies foiled. No conflicting with Satan 
bur in Gods ſtrength; remember Chriſt is able co ſuc- 
cour, he hath an ability of ſufficiency, 'an4 an ability 
that ariſes from experience. |

the Ark. They ſay of the Palm tree, thac all its ſtrengrh 
lyeth on the cop ; it is true of a Chriſtian, all his 
ſtrength lies above, There is a threefold uſe of prayer. 
(i.) As a duty, for prayer is an offering, the Prophet 
compares it'to Incenſe; Pſal.141. A Sacrifice is but a 
viſible prayer, and prayer is nothing elſe but an audible 
Sacrifice. (2.) As a dignity, when a man doth abſtract 
himſelf from earch, and grow into a familiarity with 
God ; it is a Mount Tabor, wherein the ſoul hath ad- 
mirable transfigurations, and ſees not Moſes and Elias, 
but God. (3.) There is a neceſſity of prayer, for Go 
bath lefcprayer as our City of refuge on all occaſions 
to flee to. Paul would have the Theſſal. pray, 4Punoor, 
withour ceaſing, 1Theſ.5.17.TheEpheſians 9 7407) xgppe; 
Eph.6.18, There is no duty atall cimes ſo ſeafonable 
and uſeful as prayer. When we want bleflings, prayer 
' Is the Key whereby we unlock the Treaſury of heaven, 
and gain the bleſſings we need. When we are affaulced 
by Satan, it is one of the beſt weapons we can uſe to 
defend our ſelves with. When David knew not how 


as an Oracle of God, he praies, Lord turn the counſel 
of Achitophel unto fooliſhneſs, 2 Sam.15.31, So do thou 
pray, O Lord turn the counſel of this helliſh Adyer- 
{ary into folly. So when TJehoſhaphat was 1n 2 great 
Kraic, rhe Caprains of the Enemy having beſet him

ſence of the Iron doth that vercue that is in che Load- 
ſtone. Some Phyſicians ſay, that every body hath in ic 
a natural Balſome, which will of ir ſelf heal any wound 
or hure che Creature hath received, provided ir be kept 
clean from extrinfick putrefation : Bur we are ſo far 
from this natural Balſome,chat we have in us a natural 
poyſon, that is, original fin, that receives corroborati- 
ons as it were from every objet and occaſion. Thus 
che Scripture rells us, that Eve her ſelf, when in in- 
nocency, ſaw the fruit that it was good, and was thereby 
induced to taſte of ic, che bitterneſs whereof ſhe found 
unanſwerable co that what it promiſedto che fight. Take 
heed therefore of coming near the borders of cemprtaii- 
ons ; beware of objects and occaſions that may enflame 
you ; our hearts are powder, and therefore we muſt 
Take heedof ſparks. Give not an indulgence, nor liber+ 
ty tothe eyes. Solomon when he played che Critick, 
he did not withbold bu eyes from whatſoever he deſired, 
Eccl.2.10, But when you are to dothe office of Chri- 
{tians, yon muſt circumſcribe,and confine your eyes and 
other ſenſes, And if you would mortifie your eyes, 
mortifie your hearcs ; che eye and the heart have a grear 
ſympuhy. The way ta keep your ſelves from being 
hurt by objeRs and occaſions, is to keep che hear pure, 
co ſubdue (in chere. Laying the Medicine to the hearc, 
is like purring ic co the wound : The other is like lay- 
ing it co the weapon, that is not ſo natural. We mult 
therefore lay a firit Law wpon every member of our.
